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Misdirected Energy 


GHERE are collectors who feel that stamps coming from regions 
ij) under control of the Axis powers should be shunned and that 
to buy any unused copies of their new issues is a form of finan- 
cial aid to those countries. It is true that one at least of these 
powers tells its philatelic population what stamps they may not 
traffic in; but wouldn’t we by visiting a rather petty boycott 
of the same nature be stooping to the levels of those we pro- 





fess to despise? 


We've said before that the philatelic revenue accruing to a government 
from a new issue is usually grossly exaggerated. That the revenue from German, 
Italian, Japanese, etc. issues will materially affect the outcome of the war is 
absurd. In proportion to the cost of a war, revenue from the most profitable 
of stamp issues is petty and any ruler counting on stamps to finance a blitz- 
krieg had better have some other source of finance to fall back upon. 


There are approximately 100,000 different kinds of stamps, the products 
of over 500 countries and possessions, and if out of that group there are some 
countries whose very name is distasteful, then the senible thing to do is ignore 
that country’s issues. There are plenty of other countries, 


But let’s have no talk of boycotts, bitterly worded resolutions and the 
like; for these sort of things are contrary to the spirit of our hobby. Let’s be 
honest and admit that we can’t criticize any one country for using its stamps 
for propaganda purposes, for they all do it, including our own. If we get to 
dabbling in world politics and morals we are losing sight of the original and 
present intention of this hobby: to collect the postage stamps issued by the 
governments of the world. Philately has not previously, except under patriotic 
enthusiasm which exceeded good judgment, treated stamps as enemies. In the 
final analysis we must realize that in the past hundred years stamps have been 
issued by governments presided over by all sorts of villains and rascals, by dic- 
tators as absolute and ruthless in their use of power as any assortment of such 
gentry now provided on any continent. If for that matter stamp trading were 
to be restricted to just democracies, then certain countries on this side of the 
Atlantic would feel the boycott. 


If trend we must have, we would like to see one directed in a quite dif- 
ferent direction. Instead of boycotting certain country’s issues, increased pur- 
chases of certain others issues would be more in the spirit of the hobby. We are 
thinking of Finland as one instance. The little country, with the highest finan- 
cial integrity of all Europe, went down to defeat not many months ago de- 
serted by the world which had applauded but failed to materially aid its fight. 
Finland still issues stamps, and can use money from extra philatelic sales to 
feed and clothe the homeless, the sick and the wounded. One bomb, incapable 
of singly acting decisively in a war, costs thousands of dollars, but the same 
cost applied to purchases of food and medicines can be decisive, Soon the queer 
amharic inscription of new stamps will mark the return of a battered Ethiopian 
Empire to its place among the nations. Others too will resume issuance of 
stamps and the trickle of philatelic revenue will aid those who badly need the 
aid those dollars bring.

From 1921 until his death last year, the | U 
late Edward S. Knapp, a retired stockbroker | 
devoted most of his time to an_ intensive 
study of U. S. postal history, accumulating 
probably the finest collection of such material | 
ever assembled. At his death this material 
filled 252 volumes, each item and page often 
bearing detailed notes explaining anything out 
of the ordinary. Hugh M. Clark, President 
of Scott Publications, Inc. had been named 
by Mr. Knapp to supervise disposal of the 
collection which was eventually bought by a 
group of close friends of Mr. Knapp.

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Post Office Takes Steps To 
Improve Designs 





A committee designated by Post- 
master General Walker, recently met, 
the New York Times states, with 
philatelists and artists to consider sug- 
gestions for improved designs of U. S. 
postage stamps. The Postmaster Gen- 
eral’s committee included Roy M. North, 
Deputy Third Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
era; Robert E. Fellers, Superintendent 
of the Division of Stamps and two rep- 
resentatives of the stamp production di- 
vision of the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing, J. C. Benzing and William A. 
Roach. At Boston, this committee con- 
ferred with W. A. Dwiggins, a designer 
of type faces, books and binders and 
author of a pamphlet on reform of post- 
age and currency designs. In New York 
they conferred with Paul F. Berdanier, 
Jr., secretary of the Collectors Club; H.

Foreign Illustrations in Color 





Eugene Klein of Philadelphia calls atcen- 
tion, in reference to our article on page 317, 
that in a test case in 1938, a Philadelphia 
judge rendered a decision which decided that 
illustration in black or color of any 
stamp in any size without defacement was 
legal. Mr. Klein says that this decision was 
not appealed by the federal government with- 
the customary time limit and the decision is 
therefore valid. However, there has been no 
considerable use of colored illustrations of 
foreign stamps by others as it was feared 
further attempts at prosecution would be 
m-de. Colored illustrations have as a re- 
sult been confined to the non-philatelic 
press. Colored illustrations of U. $. stamps, 
still not permissible, are the most frequent 
violations.

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Sometime ago we described a cover 
with marking “MAILED ON RURAL 
ROUTE” which resulted in many com- 
ments by readers, the ultimate decision 
being that the marking was accidentally or 
incorrectly applied. Robert H. Mason, 
who was Chairman of the Banquet Com- 
mittee of the Attleboro Stamp and Cov- 
er Club’s fifth annual banquet last Oc- 
tober arranged for an unusual banquet 
souvenir by obtaining this marking as 
cancellation on covers placed at banquet 
tables as favors. A quantity of covers, 
bearing 2c in postage, addressed care of 
a box holder on an North Attleboro, 
Mass. R. F. D. route were mailed on 
that route by another boxholder, who 
presumably was a member of the club. 
The result was that the carrier canceled 
the stamps with three rubberstamps he 
had: “MAILED ON RURAL ROUTE” 
in a single line boxed, ‘North Attleboro, 
Mass.” in two lines without border, and 
lastly an impression from an ordinary 
single-line dater “OCT. 14, 1940.” All 
were applied separately in magenta, tie- 
ing stamps to the cover. This, as Mr. 
Mason (and we too) understand it, was 
perfectly proper as RFD carriers are re- 
quired to cancel stamps on mail deliv- 
ered between patrons on their route— 
providing they do not pass the post of- 
fice between receipt and delivery—and 
the carriers not having special cancella- 
tion handstamps, use what ever they 
have, sometimes employing pen or pen- 
cil. An unusual cover, which we are sure 
the banquet attendants appreciated, es- 
pecially since the stamps used were a 
pair of the green 1c Eli Whitney. 


A very crude forgery of the 2c Black 
Jack (No. 73) is described in the March 
Emco Monthly Journal of the Marks 
Stamp Co. Easiest way to tell it is by 
the lack of shading lines in the back- 
ground of the lettering.

proved a postal budget for the fiscal year 
commencing July 1 which if agreed to 
by the Senate will eliminate the bi- 
colored 6c air mail stamp and possibly 
the 16c Airmail Special Delivery as well. 
Stamps printed in two colors cost a great 
deal more than those printed in single 
colors and the production of the large 
quantities of 6c bicolored cost the gov- 
ernment a good many more thousand 
dollars each year than if the stamp were 
printed in a single color. The 16c and 
the bicolored Presidential dollar values 
may be continued though, since such 
comparatively small quantities are re- 
quired as not to increase postal costs as 
much as the 6c which enjoys an exten- 
sive use. At the same time, postal offi- 
cials are considering an entire new air 
series ranging from 6c to $1. These how- 
ever are not necessary, unless they should 
be issued in denominations not found in 
the regular issue. Production of Defense 
tax and savings stamps and securities 
may keep this year’s new issues down, 
due to necessity of the former. 


A slash in the budget for the Division 
|of Stamps has been approved by the 
House committee, with the result this 
division will find itself lacking the funds 
with which to pay salaries of the Phila- 
telic Agency staff. The Senate has not 
yet approved the cut. $65,000 of the 
present $70,000 annual pay is to be elim- 
inated! Which will practically abolish the 
Agency.

New Postal Savings Issue 





On May 1 the Post Office Department 
will place on sale at all postal savings of- 
fices a new series of Postal Savings Stamps, 
in a new design. These will replace the 
stamps of the present issue which appeared 
last April. Postmasters have been cautioned 
not to requisition any larger quantities of the 
present issue than thought necessary for con- 
duct of business in the next few weeks. The 
stamps are affixed to savings cards of various 
denominations which may be deposited at a 
post office as initial deposit at a postal savings 
account, or the $18.75 card may be exchanged 
for a savings bond. The new stamps and bonds 
are expected to raise three billion dollars dur- 
ing the fiscal year. A new denomination is to 
be added in the new series, $5.00. The offi- 
cial notice says that “Albums will be fur- 
nished for the 25c, 50c, $1 and $5 stamps 
and a new card for 10c stamps.” The old 
series will not be withdrawn as the Post 
Office expects patrons to continue to request 
them for such purposes as the $18.75 sav- 
ings cards mentioned above. So for the pres- 
ent at least, the two issues will be used con- 
currently, 


° After printing 450,000 Postal Tax stamps 
with date “1940” and 2,400,00 with date 
“1941” the latter part of December, Guate- 
mala postal officials had the overprinting 
plates destroyed in their presence. 67 100-sub- 
ject overprinting plates were prepared for the 
printing, which was completed in six days 
during the latter part of November.

I was interested in your paragraph on the 
first page of the March 22nd issue relating 
to Kodapak, etc. In the course of my work 
I have had occasion to investigate many of 
these transparent sheeting materials and I 
have found that most people cannot distin- 
guish between them. 

Moisture proof Cellophane can be distin- 
guished from plain Cellophane by placing it 
between the teeth or lips. The plain variety 
will stick to the teeth. Or the moisture on 
the lips will cause it to wrinkle. Moisture 
proof Cellophane is not affected by moisture 
on the teeth or lips. 

There are several varieties of transparent 
wrapping materials which you might be in- 
terested in having defined. 

Cellulose acetate is manufactured 
marketed by two companies; the Celluloid 
Co., Newark, N. J., who make Lumarith 
: Protectoid; and the Eastman Co., at Roches- 
jter, N. Y., who make Kodapak. 

Cellophane is the trade name of the Du- 
pont Co. for regenerated cellulose, (not the 
acetate.) It is also marketed under a license 
by the Sylvania Co., of Fredericksburg, Va., 
; under the name of Sylphwrap. There may be 
j other, smaller licensees, but these are the two 
largest sources. 

Another cellulose derivative manufactured 
in transparent sheet form is ethyl cellulose, 
a product of the Dow Co., Midland, Mich. 

Your paragraph on Pliofilm is quite cor- 
rect. 

A new transparent wrapping material re- 
cently put on the market is the B. F. Good- 
rich Co.’s Koroseal, an entirely synthetic ma- 
terial and unlike any of the others, chem- 
ically, 

Glassine has been rendered moisture proof 
and transparent by the use of suitable lacquers 
and may be obtained from the Transpara di- 
vision of the Rhinelander Paper Co., Rhine- 
lander, Wis., or from the Reigel Paper Co., 
Milford, N. J.

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Those Missing “F’ Plate Numbers 





We are receiving reports from other 
readers of 6c bicolored air mail stamps 
having the plate number without the “F” 
and it appears there is a misunderstand- 
ing regarding the method of printing and 
size of plates for these stamps. The 
stamps are printed from two plates, one 
of 100-subject (including a left pane of 
50 subjects and a right pane of same 
size) containing only the frame portions 
of the design. The central portion of the 
design of these stamps is printed from 
50-subject plates having one plate num- 
ber, and this may or may not have the 
“F” with the number. Before the cen- 
ters are printed, the sheets containing 
only the frame design are cut in half and 
then the centers are printed. This pro- 
cedure is necessary to obtain a bettter 
percentage of good registration in print- 
ing the centers, as attempts to print all 
100 centers at one time were not success- 
ful due to wastage of many panes which 
was caused by an uncontrollable and 
variable shrinking of the paper which 
must be dampened before each color 
is printed. 

What makes confusion in trying to 
classify the plate numbers and positions 
of this stamp is that the “F” has not 
appeared where it did on previous sim- 
ilar issues. Red (center or vignette) 
plates in numbers running up to and in- 
cluding 21902 are always preceded by 
an F before the plate number. But plates 
commencing with 21903 and running 
through 22200 lack the F. The plates 
lacking the F are Electrolytic plates, 
made by a different process than usual, 
and that accounts for their lacking the 
F. 

The frame plates are similarly con- 
fusing. The blue plate number with F 
is found on left panes of plates starting 
with 21835 and including 21858, the right 
panes of these plates lacking the F. On 
plates numbered commencing with 21948 
and running through 22191 (with excep- 


tion of 22186) we find just the oppo- 








site, the F appearing with the plate 
number on the right panes, except that 
neither left or right pane of 22186 has 
an F number. 

According to the Bureau Issues Asso- 
ciation’s reports, a number of plates have 
not yet been used, and indications are 
that these will again show changes in 
position of the F. 

The 16c Airmail Special Delivery bi- 
colored stamp has been printed from 
same size plates as the 6c air mail, but 
fortunately for plate number collectors 
with a degree of uniformity. All the 
frame plates have but one F position 
and all center plates have the F.

Cracked Plate 


In stamps printed by the intaglio, or recess 
engraving method, irregular lines in the color 
of the stamp are occasionally found. These 
are indications in most instances of a crack 
in the plate. The crack fills with ink, just 
like the other recesses of the plate, and prints

just as if it were an intentional line in the 
design. These occurred oftenest in early is- 
sues and are rarely found on modern ones. 
Illustrated is a cracked plate variety found 
on the Ic 1851 design stamp. On some Civil 
War revenues, even larger cracks are known 
and extend an inch or more. Often mistaken 
for cracks and other plate defects are white 
spaces where there should be color. These 
are caused simply by a lack of ink. A crack 
in a stamp that is typographed would show 
as a white line, since only the raised portion 
of the design prints and any gap caused by 
a crack would appear white on the printed 
stamp.

Scott’s Nos. 54 to 61 
The perforation designations at the head 
of this set of stamps as listed in Scott’s Cat- 
alogue are somewhat confusing. Inasmuch as 
there is renewed interest in the stamps of 
this country at this time, resulting in the 
making of specialized collections of its stamps, 
we believe it will be of interest to our 
readers to have this matter clarified for them. 

Through the assistance of Mr. Walter P. 
Feldheim, of the Atlantic Company, New 
York City, a former resident of Liechten- 
stein, we are able to give our readers more 
accurate data than that given by their stamp 
catalogue. 

First of all #54 does not officially exist 
perforate 12'2, though the listing as given 
in the catalog would lead the collector to 
think so. 

Second there are only TWO different 
groups of perforations on this set: 

1.-Perforate 12% on all four sides (Nos. 

55 to 61 inclusive) 

2.-Perforate 9*2 to 9%4 to 10 (Nos. 54 

to 61 inclusive) 

It makes no difference whether the per- 
forations measure 9%, + % or 10, just so 
they do not measure 12%; the stamps are 
to be classed as one and the szme set and 
those measuring 12*2 as the other set. Thus, 
one set will consist of Nos. 54, 55a., 56a., 
57a., 58a., 59, 60a. and 61a. The other set 
will be Nos. 55, 56, 57, 58, 59a., 60 and 61. 

All Europezn as well as certain  special- 
ized catalogs of the stamps of this country 
list only two perforationx—9%2 and 12% 
but mention that there were two different 
perforating machines for 9% in use at that 
time so that slight differences in perforation 
measurements might exist, thus accounting for 
the possible 9%4 and 10 measurements. 

Mr. Feldheim also advises that there exist 
compound perforations 912 to 12'2 for *54 
to 61, as well as ¥54 in the 12% perf., but 
as they have never been sold over any post 
office counter, are not recognized in any cat- 
alog and are of problematic value.

Bisect in Mixture 


Mixtures have been target of much criti- 
cism, but Joe Veltri of the Brooklyn Edison 
Co. will not likely be found in sympathy 
with the critics; for Joe in a mixture pur- 
chased from a Canadian concern (PABEC, 
the bulletin on the Brooklyn Edison Club does 
not state which one) found a piece of a cover 
bearing a 2c 1862 Black Jack and a diagonal 
bisect of the same stamp, neatly tied with 
town cancellation. This bisect, the result of 
attempts to meet the 3-cent letter rate of the 
’60’s by using 2c stamps, is catalogued at

Argentine Aviation Label 


Airpost collectors are indebted to Ralph , 
A. Kimble, Editor of the American 
Philatelist for an informative article in 
the February number of that magazine 
on the 1912 Argentine Aviation Propa- 
ganda Label. The label, a colorful af- 
fair inscribed at top “REPUBLICA AR- 
GENTINA” and at bottom “PRO- 
AVIACION MILITAR 1912” and de- 
nomination of 5 centavos, has in the 
center the Argentine flag. Due to lack 
of information in catalogues, it has been 
mistaken for a valuable postage stamp 
at times, while actually it has never 
paid postage, or been required to be used 
on any mail. The label was used and 
issued, just like our Christmas Seals, it 
being optional if ome cared to affix 
copies to mail. It was intended to raise 
funds to buy Argentine military planes. 
The funds and preparation of the labels 
were under direction of a committee of 
private citizens. The labels were sold at 
the Argentine post offices for 5c each 
during a period of several months and 
that postal service to further aid the 
scheme permitted purchasers to place 
them on mail matter during the same 
period. The same practice is followed 
by various foreign postal establishments 
in regard to present day Christmas Seals 
which have no franking power. The la- 
bel, off cover, whether used or unused, 
has a value ranging from about 12c to 
48c (U. S.) in the Argentine, as large 
numbers are available.

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Adam Gruenig sends some pieces of wrap- 
pers from packages delivered by a delivery 
service, bearing combinations of labels with 
denomination in large figures. These are 
used by a number of such delivery services, 
the labels being sold in advance to their cus- 
tomers and affixed to parcels as needed. They 
are not postage stamps. Railroads use similar 
labels on packages of newspapers, selling them 
in advance to publishers. 








“What is it” asks a reader who submits 
an envelope which had enclosed a circular 
from a firm at Floral Park, N. Y. The can- 
cellation is entirely on the stamp, being some 
wavy lines above and below “N. Y. (1).” Its 
a precancel; what is termed “provisional pre- 
cancel” by precancel collectors. The wavy 


| lines and rest of the cancel are part of a 


roller parcel post cancel which was used at 
this post office to precancel stamps by 
simply rolling the device across unused 
sheets of stamps. The full inscription would 
be of course, “Floral Park, N. Y. (1)”— 
the figure being number of that particular 
roller device or of clerk using it. These pre- 
cancels are quite common and because they 
can not be distinguished once off cover from 
any other stamps used on parcel post, pre- 
cancel collectors generally ignore them. They 
are not catalogued.
